Mrs. Moore's soie reason for doing 
the work, she said, was tha t she was 
angry w ith the officers in charge of 
Uie Home b ecause they had sent her 
children to the orphans’ hom e in St. 
Lou is. 
Im m ediately after 
her arrest she 
was taken to the county jail and con­ 
fined in the fem ale departm ent. H er 
exam ination will

Mrs. Moore form erly liv ed at Gieen 
Ridge. H er husb and was a farm htind, 
an d while at work on a fan n near 
there-sev eral m onths ago siiifered an 
Injury to one hand, which later dev el­ 
oped into b lood poisoning. 
Moore was b rought to the pit> b os 
pltal here, w here he underw ent tieat- 
m ent for sev eral weeks. 
He finally 
died. Mrs. Moore and her throe chil­ 
dren ‘were then sent to the CountiT 
Home. 
Shortly afterw ards Mrs. H. C. H at­ 
ton. superintendent,

children to the C hristian church’s or- 
phánalre in S t Louis.

She decided to set fire to the piacc.

In the gloom galloping order­ 
lies W'ere b earing instructions, which 
can no longer b e sent b y telephone. 
The army of police, firemen and sol­ 
diers giv es the appearance of a city 
fighting for its life. 
Ev ery minute b rings grav er dan­ 
gers. 
New regions are b eing inundat­ 
ed, quays are 
collapsing, 
yi..wning 
chasms appear in the streets. 
The water of the Seine has Inv ad­ 
ed the lab yrinth of underground P ar­ 
is. 
It threatens ruin and destruction 
ev erywhere. 
W hat new disaster will come to the 
water-logged city b efore the Seine he- 
gins to fall no one can predict. 
Already th-3 damage is officially es- 
imated at $209.()00.000, 
and 
ev ery 
hour adds millions more. 
T he catas­ 
trophe promises to exceed the limits 
of a national disaster and b ecome In­ 
ternational. 
The death loll is also growing at a 
frightful rate, and when the epidemic, 
which appears inev itab le, b reaks out, 
it w’ill run into thousands. 
Already 
scarlet fev er has appeared among the 
refugees at Iv ry. 
Among the superstitious 
there

fear of the destruction of Paris as a 
result of the appearance of Hailey’s 
comet. 
The 
pub lic 
sub scriptions

reached nearly $100,000, while the Red 
Cross and other relief societies hav e 
done nob le w'ork. 
Thousands of la­ 
b orers and soldiers are working like 
mad to b uild cement walls to hold 
b ack the current which pours ov er the 
quays into the streets. 
There is ten feet of w ater in the 
sub W'ay station in front of the Gar© 
St. Lazare, and the sinking of the 
square threatens to carry down the 
adjacent b uildings. 
At a conference b etween the offi­ 
cials of the chamb er 
of 
commerce 
and MM. Cachery and Dupuy, minis­ 
ters of finance and commerce, lespec- 
tiv ely, it was decided to ask parlia­ 
m ent to authorize an extension of 
time for commercial paper, b ecause 
of the general disorganization of b us­ 
iness. 
Besides the failure of the gas and 
electric lighting plants, Paris is con­ 
fronted with an oil famine. 
Scores 
of oil b arges from Rouen are tied up 
in the Shine, and the great depots of 
distrib ution in the outskirts of Paris 
are flooded. 
The prospecs for the immediate fu­ 
ture is grav e, as it is estim ated tha t 
the Seine today w'ill rise from two to 
three feet.

tion of Labor. They came from labor 
leaders and friends of the union cause 
all over the world, and one and all 
congratulated President Samue! Gom- 
pers upon having attained the mature 
age of sixty. 
President Gompers was 
born in London, on January 27, 18 50, 
and reaches the three-score m ark un­ 
der the shadow' of a jail sentence. He 
isn’t visibly worried about that, how­ 
ever, and if he is forced to jail, he 
will likely show himself 
to 
be 
a 
mighty cheerful martyr, 
Mr. Goinpei's is without qiiestion 
the leading figure of organized labor. 
For twenty-five 
years—without 
one 
single blank—he has been the head 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
He was the Moses that found the fed­ 
eration in the swamp, in fact, when 
it w'as a small and puny babe. 
He 
nursed it along until it w’as able to 
stand on its own feet and fuss, and it 
has stood by him. 
He has not been 
immune from criticism during this 
period. Perhaps no one has been more 
bKterly attacked. But he has always 
retained the confidence of a majority 
of the Federation, and even those who 
have opiK)sed him have based that op­ 
position on a disagreement with his 
methods, rather than upon any lack 
of confidence in the w'hole hearted 
devotion of the man to the cause he 
serves.
